ſtate of Money in Britain; but in pro-

This hammer d 
Money was the only current Coin, till 
the Year 1663, when the pernicious 
Cuſtom of Clipping (which indeed had 
been practiſed in all Reigns more or 
leſs) was come to ſuch a Heighth, as ap- 
pears in the Books of one of the Tel- 
ers of the Exchequer, that the Weight 
of 572 Bags, of one hundred Pounds 
each, which rogether ſhould have 
weighed 221418 Ounces, ſixteen Pen- 
ny weights, eight Grains Troy, was 
found to weigh but 113771 Ounces 
and five Penny weights Troy, and con- 
ſequently was, 107647 Ounces, eleven

Penny weights, eight Grains Troy too 
light; although there was ſome Pieces 
of Weight amongſt them; ſo that the 
Money was reduc'd to leſs than one 
Half of the intrinſick Value: Therefore 
it was abſolutely neceſlary to deviſe ſome 
new Method for future Coinage, not 
ſo liable to this pernicious Conſequence. 
Accordingly, by one Warrant, dated 
the fifth of November, 166 2. One War- 
rant dated the eighth of April, 1663. 
and a third Warrant, dated the twenty 
fourth of December, 1663. another Sort, 
call'd Mill d Money, was firſt fabricated 
to be currant in England; which Money 
was coin d in this manner. 

Firſt, The Gold, or Silver, is caſt 
out of the Melting- Pot into long flat 
Bars, which Bars are drawn through 
a Mill (wrought by a Horſe) to pro- 
duce the juſt Thickneſs of the ſeveral 
Pieces: Then with forcible Engines, 
called Cutters, which anſwer exactly to 
the reſpective Sizes or Dimenſions of 
the Money to be made, the ſame Pieces

are cut out from the flat Bar, ſhaped 
as aforeſaid (the reſidue whereof, called 
Sizel, is melted again) and then every 
Piece is weighed, and made to agres 
exactly wich the intended Weights, and 
afterwards carried ro other Engines 
(wrought ſecretly) which put the Let- 
ters upon the Edges of the reſt with 
a Graining. The next thing is the 
hBlanching perform'd, (that is made 
white and refulgent by nealing or boil- 
ing) and, laſtly, every Piece is brought 
to the Preſs, which is called the Mill 
(wrought by the Strength of Men) and 
there receives the Impreſſion, which 
makes it perfect Mill'd Money. And 
this has been found not only the moſt 
expeditious way of coining Motiey (for 
four Men, bred and uſed to it, will do 
more than Twelve with the Hammer) * ; 
but the moſt effectual to prevent coun- 
terfeiting, as well as clipping, botlt 
which the hammer'd Money was fo

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liable to, becauſe the Tools for reſem- 
bling the ſame were cheap, and eaſily 
IP and procured, and the Fabrica- 
tion thereof may be perform'd in a lit- 
tle Room, and with lels Colt; ſo 
that Smiths and other Artificers could 
readily attain thereunto. But the En- 
gines for the Mill d Money are many, 
and very chargeable, not eaſily to be 
procured. The Makers or Uſers of ſuch 
Engines cannot be conceal'd without 
great Difficulty; and the Mill'd Mo- 
ney itſelt, — of a much finer Print 
than the other, requires more Salemni- 
ty, Skill, and curious Workmanſhip i in 
its Fabrication, and when it's finiſhed, 
ſhews better the true Colour of the Sil- 
ver, to diſtinguiſh its genuine from its 
counterfeit Pieces; which latter could 
never be brought to Perfection, nor is 
liable to the clipping Practice upon the 
hammer d Money, becauſe of its Thick- 
neſs and Edging. 

Ot this compleat Mill'd Maas 
Anno 1662, is a very fair Crown, hav- 


ing 
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ing a Roſe under th= King's Head Lau- 
reat, from thence vulgarly called the 
Roſe Crown, CAROLVS. 11. DEL. 
GRA. Reverſe, MAG. BR- FRA.
